The position which he took was 
that in most cases microbes were the 
eftects, not the causes, of disease, and 
that the only way in which it could be 
©stablisheii tliat they were the causes 
would bo 
to reproduce the 
disease 
artilicially by them. 
Upon this point 
he said: 
"The exporiments made have 
not given any satisfactory results ex- 
cept in carbuncle and 
tuberculosis. 
Then to <roncinde hastily that this or 
that microbe in suoh and such a dis- 
ease is tiie oaiiae is to but ignore or set 
aside the BX])erini®ntal method- 
The 
démonstratif m 
which 
the 
experi- 
mental 
method 
demands 
in 
this 
case 
would 
be 
complicated, 
be- 
cause we would not only have to know 
that the microbe existed, but we would 
have to know what was the condition 
of the blood iiect ssary to the culture 
of that particular microbe, and .science 
tells us that, for the ))resent, this is a 
problem we cannot solve. " 
If this be 
so, then away goes the theory ()f bac- 
teriology. 
If more theories could go 
with it, and medical science could l>e 
content 
with resting squarely upon 
demonstration, 
there would 
be less 
jumping at conclusions and more work- 
ing upon the lines of actuul experiment. 
Meanwhile poor humanity can go on eat- 
ing, drinking, and breathing microbes 
by millions without fear as to the result, 
until science can demonstrate the bane- 
ful eff ects of these microscopic bacteria. 
When they can be demonstrated as 
causes of disease and bacteriology CUD 
counteract theui, it will l-e time to give 
them the attentif>ii that i- diu-.

A ROYAL WELCOME ! 


Is Given the President and His Wife 


as They Joorney 
Westward—The 


Reception at St. Loui.s. 


iNDiANAPOiiis, Oct. 3.—Two or three 
thousand persons assembled at the sta- 
tion at Green Castle, and paid their re- 
spects vociferously as the train ran past 
at a slow rate. 
A long train load of re- 
turoing G. A. R. men stood upon tne 
siding, the passengers in whi'^h crowded 
its platforms and windows and waved 
and shouted salutes. 


TERBE 
HAUTB, Oct 
3.—At 
Terre 
Hante station a crowd of several thous- 
and persons thronged the track 
and 
platforms, and made the disembark- 
ment of the party difficult. 
The presi- 
dent was received by Senator Voorhees. 
Ex-secretary Thompson and the com- 
mittee, and with his companions was 
driven to the normal school building, in 
front of which a stand had been erected 
for the for . alities of the reception. 
It 
was 
dark 
before 
the 
proces- 
sion 
reached 
the 
stand, 
and 
the 
time 
for 
the 
departure 
of 
the 
train had already past. The great square 
contained as nearly as could be estimated 
by the glare of the electric light more 
than 20,000 persons. 
Senator Voorhees 
oalled the assemblage to order, asked for 
silence and announced Mr. 
Richard 
Thompson, who had come to Terre 
Haute with the president. 
Mr. Thomp- 
son in the course of his speech of wel- 
come dwelt briefly upon the resources of 
the Mississippi valley to which 
the 
president was making his first visit. 
The presideiit replied briefly as usual 
and the visitors were escorted again to 
carriages and as soon as these could be 
freed from the multitude, drove rapidly 
to the depot and took the train for St. 
Louis. 


ST. 
LOUIS 
Oct, 3 . — T h e train left 
Terre Hauto fifty-six minutes late. 
As 
it moved off a hundred hands were 
stretche* upwards and th»>owi.ers sought 
to follow the train, many climbing to the 
rails and clamoring for the coveted 
grasp, 
"No," said the president, 
" I 
will not shake hands from a moving 
train: some of you will get killed 
or 
hurt. 
I want no such responsibility." 


There were bonfires, torch and Chi- 
nese lantern displays and brass band 
serenades at all the stations 
between 
Tferre Haute and St. Louis. 
It was uot 
intendended any stops should be made, 
but the engine seemed to need water 
or 
oil 
at 
very 
short 
intervals and 
wherever a stop was made a multitude 
was fouud in waiting. 
At EfiiDgham a 
platform ten by twelve feet gave way 
and forty i)eople disappeared. Their fail 
was not'more than two or three feet and 
as far as could be seen or heard no one 
was hurt. 


The presidi-ikt arrived at East 
St. 
Louis at 11:45, and alighted at the east- 
ern abutment of the bridge, where he 
was met by the oitiaens' committee. The 
dungeon walls kept out the crowd and 
gave ample space for the party to get 
into tbe carnages 
without a crush. 
Mayor Francis accompanied the presi- 
dent and wife, and with a i^^nard of 
twenty police the party started across 
the bridge at a brisk trot. 


At Veiideuenter 
place, before the 
mansion of Mayor Francis, where the 
president and Mrs. Cleveland are quiet- 
ly resting, a crowd collected early [in the 
morning, to catch a glimpse of the city's 
guests. 
Shortly after 10 o'clock on 
Sunday morning Mr. Cleveland and his 
wife, accompanied by Mayor Francis 
and wife, appeared and were driven to 
the Washington avenue 
Presbyterian 
church. In the street lit and near the 
church many people had 
assembled, 
but a way was easily made through tbe 
crowd, and as the part,» passed to the 
door of tne church the spectators uncov- 
ered their heads, but made no other dem- 
onstration. 
The auditorium of 
the 
church was crowded, and as the presi- 
dent passed down the isle many of the 
congregation arose. 
A pew in the front 
center of the auditorium was accorded 
them. 
After the services President and 
Mrs Cleveland were driven to Mayor 
Francis' lesidence where they dined and 
in the afternoon they took a drive. 


Until this Kuoraing the presiiic^it has 
been the guest of Mayor Francis, but 
to-day and to-morrow he belongs to the 
pçople. 
Fairer weather could not be 
asked. 
Everywhere along the line of 
the president's ride to the fair grounds 
the sidewalks are crowded to their ut- 
most capacity. 
The president's carriage 
was drawn by four black horses and 
followed by five other carriages, 
pro- 
vided for his traveling company and the 
local committee in churge. They reached 
the Francis mansi^m a few minutes be 
fore 10 o'clock and at 10:15 the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland appeared at the 
door of the mansion and were applauded 
by a crowd of ladies aad children that 
had gathered in the park in front of the 
residence. 
There was a noticeable ab 
sence of men and the dresses of tbe 
people indicated a preponderance of the 
better classes. 
Major C. C. Rainwater 
entered the carriage with the president 
and his wife and in a few minutes they 
were moving briskly toward the fair 
grounds, escorted by a squad of mounted 
police and the citizens' committee in 
carriages. Hundreds of vehicles crowded 
with people waited on Grand avenue and 
joined the line, which was strung along 
the avenue for more than a mile. 
There 
was no noise along the route, except the 
clatter of tae horse's hoofs on the road 
anvi the trnmp of thousands of feet on 
the walks.

the party arrived at the gate of the fair 
grounds. 


Arriving at tbe grounds the president 
made aspeech eulogistic of the resources 
of St. Louii^ and paid a compliment to 
the thrift and energy of her people. 


A SON'S CRIME. 


The Dead Body of a Wealthy Lady 


Fonnd in the Woods—Her Eldest 


Son Said to be tbe Murderer. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 3.—At the village of 
Islip, on Long Island, yesterday, a resi- 
dent going through the woods, north of 
town, discovered a mutilated body of a 
woman half hidden in a clump of bushes. 
The body was recognized as that of Mrs. 
Francis Hawkins, 
a wealthy 
widow. 
Suspicion points to F, Axbury Hawkins, 
the dead lady's eldest son, as the mur- 
derer. Mrs. Hawkins was reading in her 
parlor at 9 o'clock on Saturday 
night, 
when her two sons went out. 
The elder 
son hired a horse and buggy a few min- 
utes later. 


He returned to the stable with the 
buggy at 11 o'clock that night. On Sun- 
day it was discovered by the hired hands 
that there was blood on the floor, where 
the buggy had stood and it was found 
the cushion of the buggy was saturated 
with blood and that the bottom of the 
wagon was also soaktd with it.

Hawkin's bed room was examined a 
quantity of blood stained clothing was 
discovered hidden away in a trunk.

and a Lecture by Hon. P. 


S. 
O'Rourke. 


St. Paul's Catholic church was dedi- 
cated 
yesterday 
morning 
with im- 
pressive ceremonies in the presence of a 
vast concourse of people. 
After the pen 
picture of the handsome house of wor- 
ship Saturday, 
the edifice needs no 
mention to-day. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger, with a 
retinue of clergymen, blessed thechurch 
and then the distinguished prelate of 
the Fort Wayne diocese celebrated pon- 
tifical high mass, assisted by Vicar Gen- 
eral J. H. Brammer, Chancellor J. F. 
Lang, Rev. J. H. Oechtering and T. M. 
O'Leary. 
Rev. A. J. Thiele, of Chi- 
cago, 
and 
a 
distinguished 
priest, 
preached the principal sermon in the 
German tongue and after mass Bishop 
Dwenger spoke briefly in English 
with 
force and eloquence, while the music on 
the occasion was very fine, the Keintz 
band assisting the choir and the great 
congregation joining 
in 
the closing 
psalm. 


The procession of Catholic societies, 
under Grand Marshal George Fox, was 
a magnificent pageant and only sur- 
passed by the par ade on the occasion of 
the orphan asylum. 


The parade announced for the after- 
noon in honor of the pope s jubilee, was 
omitted, owing to the impassible condi- 
tion of the streets, but owing to the neg- 
lect to announce its abandonment 
in 
the newspapers, many people awaited its 
coming for hours, much to their chagrin. 


In the evening Hon. P. S. O'Rourke 
addressed quite a large and intelligent 
assembly at Library hall. 
The lecture 
was by request of the Catholic Knights 
and Sir Knights Ryan, Gilmartin and 
Baker occupied seats on the stage. 


Mr. O'Rourke, with a great deal of 
logic, made a forcible exposition of the 
relation of the Catholic church and its 
communicants to the government and 
institutions of America, insisting that 
one could not be a good Catholic and not 
a good citizen, with all the patriotism 
and ardor that the idea conveys. 


His arraignment of socialism and the 
commune was decidedly forcible, as was 
his explanation of the equality of man- 
kind. 


He took occasion to puncture the vices 
of the rich, the social cravings for a po- 
sition in society. 
He also paid bis re- 
spects to modern aristocracy, 
closiug 
with a compliment to honest toil, clean 
character and self-sustaining intelligence, 
three gifts J;hat give any man or woman 
a place in society that gold can not buy. 


Mr. O'Rourke made a plea for the 
Catholic Knights and said good night to 
a pleased audience.

John H. Hill was born on the 4th day 
of Febrnary 1810, at Plymounth, Eng- 
lantl, and moved with his parent» in 
1818 to Qaebeo. Canada, where he was 
educated. When he was thirteen years 
old he went to sea with his nncle, Oapt. 
Allen. 
He sailed with him to diflFerent 
parts of the world and was absent on his 
voyage for two years. 
After his return 
home his father moved to Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and for three years young John 
had charge of a tobacco plantation at 
Louisville, Ky., aod in 1831, he went to 
Niagara Falls to take the businees man 
agemeut of the Commercial hotel at that 
place. 
. . 


After this he held diflferent positions 
of trust at Toronto, 
Hamilton 
and 
Quebec. 
He finally went to Detroit, 
Mich., where he took the businesg man- 
agement for his father in the building of 
several cburoh edifices, and afterwards 
entered the service of the Michigan 
Stage Co., at Detroit, haviag charge of 
their office. 
. 


For four years he had charge of an In- 
dian trading post on the Massasinnawha 
river in this state and moving back to 
Michigan again he was made deputy 
sheriff and coroner of Wayne county. 
Wuile holding this position there was 
a very close contest between the whig 
and democratic parties. Mr. Hill was 
the leader of the democrat forces and 
Zack Chandler the leader of the whig 
forces. On election day a certain voter 
presented himself at the polls. Both 
men impcrtuned him for his vote but 
the voter said: "I will vote with my 
friend Hill," This so enraged Chandler 
that he immediately turned on Mr. Hill 
and knocked him down. This vote, 
however, carried the election for the 
democrats by one majority, made the 
state legislature democratic by the same 
majority and sent Mr. Caes to the United 
States senate. Af ter the election Senator 
Cass rewarded Mr. Hill by securing him 
the appointment of inspector of customs 
at Detroit. 


In 1849 he was married to Miss Elia- 
abeth Lark, of Chatham, Canada and in 
1850 he moved to Fort Wayne where 
he has lived ever since. He served as 
deputy sheriff of Allen county for a 
while at'd in 1853 be took the po ition 
of bookkeeper in the wholesale grocery 
store of George Milier. 
His wife died 
JD 1864 ai:d in 1877 Mr. Hill took an ex- 
tended Europeau tour on a visit to rela- 
tives. 
Hiß death occurred last Thursday 
eveniDg and he waf> buried on Sunday. 
He leaves two children Mrs. Dr. 8. C. 
Metcalf and Mrs. Joseph B. Saunders 
-who mourn the death of a loving and de- 
voted father. I'he funeral occured yes- 
terday and was largely attended.
